The Apricot* of Toledo. 


In The Century there is an article on 


^Toledo, the Imperial City of Spain," 
written by Stephen Bonsai. Sir. Bonsai 
says: "As wo climb tho hill it is well 
to recall what the cigarrales are. While 
tho Archbishop Bodrigo claims their in- 
troduction into Tolcdan life for the 
Goths it is more than likoly that wo 
owe thorn to the blessed Moors, like al- 
most everything else that is desirable 
in Spain. For centuries and generations 
they have been the Apulian forms to 
which the poets and philosophers of 
Spain have withdrawn from the annoy- 
ances of the world to enjoy their Falcr- 
niau wine and figs. As we approach still 
nearer we find them to be little vino clad 
summer houses, akin in simplicity of 
architecture to the huertaof Seville and 
the carmen of the Alhambra hills. 
Grouped about tho mountain slopes, 
they peep out from behind trellises of 
running vines, in an atmosphere sweet 
with tho fragrance of tho wild jasmine 
and (ho rose, and the cooing of the 
doves, the cota of which surmount thf3 
little atalaya, or watch tower of each 
eigarral, is symbolic, of the peace and 
plenty and contentment which here pro- 
\ ail." While the cigarrales have not tho in- 
numerable fountains of the Seville huer- 
ta or the inexhaustible supply of melt- 
ed snow from tho heights of the Sierra 
Nevada, which gives an arctic i'reshncse 
to the Grauada carmen, they are always- 
delightfully cool and pleasant whib 
Toledo below is steaming and Piraling 
in the torrid heat.

JT TAUGHT BUFFON, THE NATURAL- 


IST, A GREAT LESSON. 


Oar Patriotic St«teim»n Paid the 


and tbo Eminent Frenchman, Astounded 
and Confused, Frankly Admitted That 
He Bad Blundered. 


A curious instance of Jefferson's care 


to correct any wrong impression or sen- 
timent concerning America resxzlted 
from a public dinner in Paris which ho 
attended late iu the year 1786. Among 
the other distinguished men present waa 
tho celebrated naturalist Buffon, then 
a great authority. 


Tho fauna of America was not well 


known at that time in Europe. 
Biiffein 


himself had never seen the American 
panther, tho elk and the moose, and ho 
held the theory that all American ani- 
mals were generally inferior to tbcii 
congeners of tho old world. 


With hifi usual positiveness Buffon 


expressed this opinion in the course of 
his remarks at tho dinner. When he had 
finished, Jefferson rose, ami with duo 
courtesy to BO aged onel learneel a man 
expresse-d his conviction that tlio gruat 
naturalist had falbm into grave error. 


He mentioned certain American bird? 


aiiel fish which compare favorably in ap- 
pearance and size with their like of Eu- 
rope and Asia; he spoke nest of the 
panther and bear, and then, passing em 
to the numerous species of American 
de;er, described the t>izo, weight and 
aullers of the elk ami moose. 


His account, of the moose, particularly 


as to the) weight which it attains and 
tho great bri-.idth of it.s aiitle-rs, was lis- 
te'iir-d to with general astonishment 
and with something like good natural 
incredulity on the part of Buffon. Now, 
the nritter was eif some importance, foi 
Buffon was then at the heael of a great 
muwum of natural history in PariF.

When 
pressed to give a reason for the depre- 
cia'tni;; gesture*, ho .said: 


"It is wwlly devoid of meaning and 


exprp.s.- sou, while Chinese music pene- 
trates the soul." 


Wo smile, at the absurdity, because to 


our oars Chinese juusic is the linking 
together of harsh and uninelodious 
sounds, tho mingling of crash and cat- 
erwauling. 


Professor Arlo Bates uses this inci- 


dent in his "Talks ou the Study of Lit- 
erature" to illustrate tho fact that there 
is a conventional language in sound as 
there is in words. Barbaric folk use a 
language of music which penetrates 
their souls, but -which causes tho nerves 
of civilized people to tingle. Our music 
pcoms as absurd to them as theirs to us. 
Neither understands tho musical lan- 
guage of tho other. 


Tho Japanese complain that our divi- 


sion of niti&ic into regular bars has tho 
effect of making it "chip-chop, chip 
-chop, chip-chop.'' 


There is no universal language in 


words or in art. The (Jreeks who built | 
tho Parthenon or wrought tho Venus of 
Melos could not have discerned beauty 
or reverence in the uncouth figures of 
Aztec deities.

Humlrcil Years nn Asylum For Po- 
litical Fugitive* ami Exile's. 


Curacao is a Dutch colony and the 


quaintest little ibluud iu tho world. It 
s not bigger than the District of Colum- 
bia, but has about 40,000 inhabitants 
and has played an important part iu 
tho history of America. It has belonged 
at different times to England, Spain 
uiid lloll.iiid, and its cozy harbor has 
boon tho Rccno of many a bloody battle 
between tho navies of tho old world as 
well us between tho pirates and buc- 
aneers that infet-ted the, Caribbean .sea 
for two centuries. It bus been for 100 
years and still is au asylum for political 
fugitives* and many of the revolutions- 
that rack and wreck tho republics on 
tho Spaiii&h main arc hatched under the 
fcheltcr of tho pretentious but harmless 
fortresses that guard its port. Bolivar, 
Santa Anna and many other famous 
men iu Spauibh-American history have 
lived there iu exile, and until recently 
there was an imposing castle upon one 
of tho hills called Bolivar's tower. 
There the founder of live republics lived 
iu. banishment for heveral years and 
waited for rescue. 


Tho houses are built in the Dutch 


style, exaetly like those in Holland. 
The streets are .so narrow that the peo- 
ple can almost shah'5 bands through 
their windows with the neighbors acvoss 
the way, and tho walls arc as thick as 
would be needed for a fortress. The 
Dutch governor lives iu a solemn look- 
ing old mansion fronting the shatlcgat, 
or lagoon, that forms tho harbor, guard- 
ed by a company of stupid looking sol 
diers with a few old fashioned caimoii, 


Tho entire island it, of phosphate s, 


and tho government receives a rm ounu 
of §500.000 from companies that ship 
them uwaj. There is not a .spring or a 
well or any fresh water, and tho inhab- 
itants aro entirely dependent upon rain- 
water for existence or upon supplies 
brought iu barrels by schooners from 
the Venezuelan coast, 90 miles away, or 
upon distilled sea water. As sonictimus 
it doesn't rain for x, year or two tho 
natural supply is often exhausted, and 
a glass of imported water is worth as 
much as the same amount of wine or 
beer. 


Curacao gives its name to a celebrated 


liquor that was formerly manufactured 
from the peel of a peculiar species of 
orange growing there, but most of the 
fruit trees havo been destroyed by the 
droughts, and the supply now comc.s 
from other of the West Indian islands. 
The inhabitants aro, mostly negroes. A 
few rich merchants, representing all 
nationalities, aro said to have made 
their money by smuggling. 
It is a free 


port. No duties of any sort are charged, 
and as tho amount of merchandise im- 
ported annually is about 25 times as 
much as tho inhabitants can consume 
and tho harbor is constantly filled with 
little schooners that seem to bo alwayu 
loading and unloading there is good 
ground for the belief that contraband 
trade with the main coast is still going 
on.—Chicago Record.

Armor Plato Making. 


A novel feature of great practical 


value in the armor plato furnaces at 
Homestead, Pa., which is certaiulj 
quite a mechanical achievement iu it; 
way—namely, tho movable beds oi 
floors—is remarked upon in tho Pittsburf; 
Telegraph. This arrangement was made; 
necessary because of tho great weight 
of tho plates, tho plan being to draw tht 
bed to tho outside of the furnace, so 
that a crauo may bo readily used, as t Iu 
armor is much too cumbersome to In 
drawn in tho ordinary manner. Tin. 
liquid contained in the oil tank is a 
mixture of crude potrol«>um, fish oil aud 
rosin, fish oil predominating. 


When a plato is ready to bo tempered, 


it is placed in one, of tho furnaces au.l 
submitted to a severe bent, the si/.e 
<•' 


tho plate determining tho degree of Iu at 
and the length of time required. Menu- 
while tho oil has cooled to a temper.i- 
turo of 90 tq 100 degrees, it being an- 
ally much above that, owing tofreqiu nt 
use. The, plato is tbeu drawn from (lit! 
furuaco and submerged in the tank to :> 
depth of six or eight feet, where it i 
designed to remain until tho oil h:i 
thoroughly cooled. At this stage it i 
replaced iii the furnace and annealed, 
after this being placed in a pit and COY 
cred with cinders, thus allowing tin. 
heat to radiate uniformly.

IS THE PRESS DEGENERATING? 


There has been much discussion of 


late anent the question, "Is the Press 
Degenerating?" No one can consistent- 
ly say that the newspaper 
has not 


made remarkable progress during re- 
cent years on the mechanical 
side, 


for the change for the better is too 
apparent. But has the moral tone de- 
teriorated? But has it failed to keep 
pace with the other feature? Many 
prominent journalists answer emphat- 
ically in the negative, one of these, 
0. K. Chesterton, prominent In the 
London newspaper world, 
discusses 


the question fairly in the Pall Mall 
Gazette. He brings out many points 
in favor of the press. He says: "One 
great irnerit of journalism is that it 
has re-asserted finally the poetry of 
the actual world. Both for the glory 
of God and the inspiriting of men. it 
is no small and no slight thing that 
the most popular and widely read ul' 
all romances is simply the record of 
the common doings of one 
common 


day. 
The journalist has. !or example, 


the fault of exaggeration, the making 
of small things great; but In this he 
towers Immeasurably over the 
vast 


herd of trivial philosophers, who are 
sullenly occupied in 
making 
(treat 


things small. If this vice is exaggera- 
tion. it is the Bfime vice as the poet's. 
It may bean evil to make mountains out 
ot molehill*) but It's tar removed from 
that dusty .skepticism which has; so 
long been occupied in making mole- 
hills out. of nioimtiJiiiK. A second mer- 
it the journalist has: the merit of dis- 
cipline. the merit ol unselfishness, the 
merit ol obscurity. In an age where 
by common consent, vanity and .sell- 
ad v'TtiKement have become a mental 
epidemic, H is again no small and no 
slight thing that the preaching to the 
masses should be done by a band as 
nameless as the brothers of the Mis- 
erricordia The poet writing ills name 
upon a HCOIC of little pages in the si- 
lence of his study may or may not 
have an intellectual right to despise 
the joinnaliht; but I greatly 
doubt

Familiarity with the local phenom- 


ena of fog has destroyed the interest in 
them in tho mind of tho average Sail 
Franciscan. Ho looks on with iudi'ier- 
eiico almost daily through tho sammev 
season on tho marshaling of tho fleecy 
aerial hosts along the ocean shore lino 
of the city; of tho 'forcing by them of 
the Golden Gate; their assault/ of the 
Mission heights; their sweeping charge 
over the city; their obscuration of the 
Contra Costa range, and their capture 
of tho bay. Tho warning toots of tugs 
and steamers and ferryboats, the ring- 
ing of alarm, bolls at the various i'cia'y 
landings and tho doleful cries of the 
Goat island and Point Boaita sirens 
have to him no special significance. 
And yet these familiar fog phenomena 
furnished Bret Harto with a theme- for 
a pieco of the finest descriptive writing 
that ever flowed from his pen. 


Whence comes the great gray bank of 


fog that is carried by tho strong west- 
ern trade winds to tho coast lino and to 
the gates of the city with the setting o1 
tho summer sun is a matter of as much 
speculation as aro the causes of the 
trade winds before which the fog bank 
is driven inland. It has been inferred 
that tho trade winds are created by the 
healing of tho great interior valleys and 
the inrush of the colder air of the scr 
to supply the vacuum which tbo heat- 
ing process produces. Thus the warn; 
air, which has been laden with moisture 
by solar evaporation far out at sea- is 
drawn inshore, over tho cold nortben: 
current that sweeps down tho coast, 
condensing tho vapor into a dense ant 
chilling fog. 


While tbis phenomenon is present 01 


the greater part of tho coast line it i 
more conspicuous in tho vicinity of San 
Francisco than any other part of it, 
which gives weight to tbo foregoing 
theory of its origin, as thn Golden Gate 
aud the low lying hills of the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula furnish an unobstructed 
avenuo for the aerial currents from the 
sea to enter tho heated central basin oi 
tbo stato, reducing tho tempcrutiiro ot 
both day and night to that pleasant 
mean which makes tho California cli- 
mate matchless among tho climates of 
the earth. And the dense redwood for- 
ests which extend along tho coast from 
Monterey bay to tbo Oregon lino draw 
their sustenance from tho summer fog 
drift, for, as it passes through thoir tall 
tops it is hold and condensed in tho cm- 
brace of tlieir branches into a drizzle 
that drenches tho soil iu which their 
roots ure grounded. 


In tho winter the meteorological stu- 


dent finds iu tbo fog drift in S;m Fran- 
cisco bay important and almost unfail 
ing weather sigus. Three consecutive 
foggy days and nights are almost in- 
variably forerunners of a raiuscorm. 
They are usually followed by u strong 
southeaster, which drives the fog out 
of the bay and brings with it the rain 
laden clouds that havo been formed in 
tho gulf of California to drench the 
earth over wliich they pnss. 


To the San Francisco fisherman the 


fog drift is an open book, lie knowh 
through its signs tho condition of the 
weather in the outer roadstead without 
consulting either tho weather bureau or 
tho lookout at the Point Lobos signal 
station. 
If the bay is full of fog and a 


strong breeze is milling its waters, he 
know s that it, is in nine chances out of 
ten comparatively calm outside and 
probably clear. If the fog bank extends 
like a wall from tho Golden Gate to the 
Berkeley shore, while the rest of the 
bay is clear, ho knows that tho outer 
roadstead is clear, but banked with fog, 
which later in the day -will *be driven 
inshore by the trade w iiid. His move- 
ments and operatious are 
governed 


largely by the fog sigus with which he 
is so familiar, and much of his immuni- 
ty from, disaster is duo to this fog craft. 


"When tbo fog settles on the bay, not 


only are :ill tho landmarks shut out of 
tho ferry master's vision, but the mys- 
terious influence of fog on the transmis- 
sion of sound is so deceptive that the 
location of tho siren signals and tlae 
steam, whistles of moving craft is uncer- 
tain and often misleading. 


It is actually on record that the sonnd 


of the fog bell at one of the ferry land- 
ings was not heard on one of the ferry- 
boats on. two recent occasions when tho 
nose of the boat was within 100 feet of 
the slip, and a complaint was lodged 
against tho man whoso duty it was to 
ring the boll on the presumption that 
ho was not performing it. 
And yet 


there was positive proof furnished 011 
both occasions that tho bell was going, 
but tho sound failed to penetrate tho fog 
and drifted inshore, to tho peril of tho 
ship. It has been shown in evidence that

Mistaken Idea Of How Easy It Was 


To Build A Stone Dock. 


An old report o f ' a navy yard in- 


spoction board shown to the writer 
this week, contains several items oi: 
considerable local interest:. 


The report was made in 1859 to 


Hon. Isaac Toucey, then secretary of 
the navy, by a special board appoint- 
ed to inspect the several. navy yards 
on the Atlantic coast, and report upon 
the condition, capacity, 
possibilities 


and deficiencies of each. 


The. board consisted of Commodore 


Francis 1-1. Gregory, Capt. Gcrshoru J. 
Van Jjrmit, Commanders Charles II. 
Poor and .John K. Tucker, and ]Jieut. 
David D. Porter. 
Gregory was 
re- 


tired in 181)2 as a rear admiral. Van 
Hrunt in 
ISt'./i as a commodore, and 


Poor in I87u as a rear altniral: Tuck- 
er was dismissed fro.m service in 18(il, 
having joined the confederacy, and 
Porter in "1870 being admiral of the 
navy, succeedinK Admiral 
Farragut, 


who died at this navy yard in August 
of that year. 


Their report in re:;ard to the Ports- 


mouth navy yard was voluminous and 
exhaustive, and as a 
whole rather 


favorable than otherwise'to the yard, 
but they were cautious in their com- 
mendation of the dry dock, concern- 
ing which they said: 


"The ileatiiiK dry dock is in good re- 


pair, ami answers very \vell for the 
small-class steamers. 
It seems doubt- 


ful whether it would accommodate the 
lais'est (dass of vessels, and 
is not 


economically managed, too many men 
1/eiiiK employed in getting vessels in 
and out." 


That tlie dock was in Kood repair at 


that time was not nvnark'ahle, as it 
was nearly new. bavins been accepted 
by the ^vernment only seven years 
before, alter the old 
7-1-Run 
ship

It. has done exec-lout service 
for 


half a century .and it may he doubted 
if any milion dollars expended by the 
navy department ever rendered better 
(•(••turns than the million paid out for 
the construction of the dry doek, rail- 
way and basin at the Portsmouth navy 
yard, much though the 
dock 
was 


scoffed at and loud though the talk of 
jo';hrry and extravagance was when 
it v.-as projected and built. 


The. board of 185!! recommended the 


purchase by the government of the 
portion of 
Seavey's 
Island fronting 


on the channel or creek separating 
that island from the navy yard, as 
"otherwise wharves and 
other 
ob- 


structions may bo thrown out in the 
separating creek" by the occupants of 
the island, and "it may he desirable 
that the government should shut up 
the crock .some of these days, for the 
purpose of building a stone dry dock 
at the mouth of it when the present 
dry dock shall be worn out or will be 
no longer serviceable to accommodate 
the larger class of steam men-of-war. 
"A doek can easily be made here by 
running a bulk-head across and pump- 
ing out the water, and no other exca- 
vation will be required than that, al- 
ready provid.ed by nature:, and great 
facilities will exist for getting in the 
material both by land and water." 


The whole of Seavey's island is now 


owned by the government; the sep- 
arating creek has been shut up. not 
merely by a bulkhead run; across it. 
l>nt by stone and carMi dumped into 
it from one end to the other, and a 
stone dry dock, which when finished, 
will be as good as any dock of its 
six.e in the world, is being constructed 
in almost the exact, spot designated by 
the eminent naval experts—and they 
were really eminent—KO long ago. 


Hut. 
their idea of how easily a dock 


could be built there "without, other 
excavation than that already provid- 
ed by nature." simply by running a 
bulkhead across and pumping out the 
water, is amusing enough now. What 
a .good thing the contractors would 
have made of it could they have put 
the dock In that way and then called 
on (lie treasury for their big "wad," 
instead of having to keep gangs of 
men at work for years blasting out 
thousands upon thousands of toim of 
solid rock to make roo.n for the struc- 
ture' 


Still, the (hnnnel between the for- 


mer (wo islands, now 'made into ,one, 
ban aided somewhat In Die construc- 
tion of the dock. 
i\. small part of 


it, with the bottom blown out by'dyn- 
amite to a point many feet below the 
excavation by nature, is a portion of 
the dock basin; the remainder-served 
a good purpose for the depositing of 
excellent filling material taken out by 
the contractors, and the making of 
valuable land for the site of impor- 
tant new buildings.,

It may be only fair to the old time 


navy officers to say that'their idea re- 
garding ' the ease and economy with 
whicn a stone dock could he 
built
